Prohibition Bills Are Killed. 

All the bills looking to a change in 
the present prohibition regulations, 
both those seeking to “draw the lines 
closer” and those which would “let 
down the bars a little,” have been kill- 
ed by the temperance committee mak- 
ing adverse reports. 

Two bills that would have repealed 
the tax adjustment law have been kill- 
ed in committee, and are so dead that 
they are not mentioned and are forgot- 
ten. 

The Sheppard child labor bill has 
been passed by the house, and its fate 
now rests with the senate. 

The McCrory book bill, which pro- 
vided that the board of education 
should publish two text boks as an 
experiment, was passed by the house 
and killed in the senate. 

The Wimberly anti-trust bill, which 
made some very drastic regulations for 
the corporations doing business in 
Georgia was acted upon favorably in 
committee, but it is so far at the bot- 
tom of the house calendar that there 
is hardly a chance of it being taken

Evans county has been passed 
by the house and reported favorably by 
the senate committee, but has not been 
passed by the senate. If Evans county 
is created Georgia will then have a 
total of 152 counties, including the new 
counties of Bieckley and Wheeler, 
which were created two years ago.

The left front and 
rear wheels were splintered.” 

The little baby, whose life was saved 
by Miss Ruth Rosser, fell quietly off to 
sleep within haif an hour after it 
arrived at the hospital. 

After having their injuries dressed 
the members of the party returned to 
their homes.

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To understand the fighting which 
marks the beginning of the great 
IF'ranco-German conflict it ls necessary 
to grasp clearly just one simple geo- 
graphical fact. From the Rhine, which 
is the base of German operations, three 
routs lead west and south into France. 
The first starts at Cologne, crosses the 
Belgian frontier just beyond Aix-la- 
Chapelle, reaches the Meuse at Liege 
and ascends the Meuse te’ efter France 
between Maubeuge and Givet by a nat- 
ural gap in the divide between the 
headwaters of the Oise and the Sam- 
bre. This is the route followed by 
the main railroad between Paris and 
Berlin. It was employed by the allies 
in the second campaign in the French 
revolution. The invaders were defeat- 
ed by the French army, celebrated in 
song and story as the army of the 
“Sambre et Meuse’ at the cisive bat- 
tle of Flerus. The second fiatural ave- 


nue to France atarts .at Coblenz and 
ascends the valley of the Moselle until 
it arrives at Luxemburg. It then 
crosses into France by Longwy and the 
Zap of Stenay. This route was followed 
by the Duke of Brunswick in 1814. The 
first attempt penetrated through 
Longwy, passed Verdun, which surren- 
dered, and was checked at the famous 
“Cannonade of Valmy.” The third ap- 
proach follows the Rhine valley from 
Mavence to ®trassbure, and then turns 
west through the famous Saverne gap 
to cross the frontier of France near 
Luneville and Nancy and directly in 
the center of the open space 
the French between PEpinal and Toul. 
This was the route used by all invad- 
ers prior to the time when France 
seized Alsace in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and it was to close this gap that 
Louis XIV. and Richelieu struggled to 
acquire the Rhiné frontier. This map 
shows these three routes of attack.

the battlefields at Vise and Liege, 
writes: 

“Not far from the little Dutch fron- 
tier village of Mesch, I passed the re- 
mains of a big German camp. Dead 
soldiers, civilians and horses and 
wagons, carts, automobiles and bicy- 
cles lay in confusion. Germans and 
Belgians lay side by side—evidence 
that there was fighting man to man. 
Houses had been sacked because the 
soldiers wished to avenge themselves 
on civilians who fired on them. 

“Civilians who did not fight are ai- 
lowed to pass, but German guards re- 
fuse to allow this courtesy to Belgian 
civilians who were engaged in the bat- 
tle. Poor wretches, they must wait 
where they lie, not daring to move 
for they declare they will be shot at. 

German Officers Dispirited. 

“I met a party or German officers 
in an automobile. They held their re- 
volvers in their hands and scrutinized 
me closely: They appeared to be dis- 
pirited because of the fact that twice 
during the last two days there had 
been a panic and German soldiers had 
fired on comrades by mistake. They 
asked me not to speak in the presence 
of the wounded. 

“After the constant fighting the sol- 
diers were exhausted, but they lay ny 
the side of their horses fully clothe 
ready to be roused at a moment's no- 
tice.” 

Morale of Prussians Broken. 


London, August 10.—(3:05 .a. m.)— 
Telegraphing from Brussels, the cor- 
respondent of The Daily Chronicle says

“The Germans tried to overpower the 
forts by flinging immense bodies of 
men against them in mass formation. 
The last Prussian assault on Boncelles 
reminded one of the early days of 
Port Arthur. The infantry melted 
away before the machine guns of the 
defenders. 

“The morale of the Prussians was 
entirely broken toward the end of the 
general attack. The casualties among 
the German officers were considerable. 
The attackers ran short of rifle am- 
munition. Wounded Germans declared 
they had had no food for two days.’ 

A dispatch to The Chronicle from 
Brussels says Liege is invested and all 
communication cut off, but the forts 
are intact and can hold out for months. 
Brussels, the dispatch adds, has been 
turned into a vast hospital, hotels, pri- 
vate houses and public buildings having 
been given over to the Red Cross. 

The Daily Mail's correspondent says 
the city of Liege, to some extent, is 
invested by the Germans, but that the 
forts are holding out and will not sur- 
render, as the garrisons will blow 
them up when resistance is no longer 
possible. The correspondent also says 
the ‘bombardment Sunnay was only in- 
termittent, supposedly because the am- 
munition of the Germans was nearly 
exhausted.

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THE TECHNOLOGICAL APPRO- 
PRIATION. 

By an inconceivable and unaccountable 
vote the house of representatives in con- 
cluding the consideration of the deficiency 
appropriation bill refused to include the 
item of extra maintenance appropriation of 
$10,000 asked for by the School of Tech- 
nology. It is true that a majority of those 
voting voted for this provision, but not the 
requisite constitutional majority. 

A striking feature of this action is that 
this is the only one of the several state in- 
stitutions asking for an increased mainte- 
nance fund that was turned down, and yet 
this institution presents the remarkable 
record this year of securing for the state 
the largest donation from private sources 
ever received by a state institution in a 
single year. Northern manufacturers con- 
tributed $100,000 worth of machinery upon 
the sole condition that the state provide 
the house for it. President Matheson un- 
dertook to raise the necessary amount by 
private subscription, and in a few weeks’ 
time the Atlanta committee, headed by J. 
R. A. Hobson, had secured donations aggre- 
gating $80,000.

The Effect of War Upon 
Cotton Manufacturing 


David Clark, editor of The Southern Tex- 
tile Bulletin, Charlotte, N. C., is of the opin- 
ion that the war in Europe will bring pros- 
perity to the cotton manufacturing industry 
of the south, and says editorially: 

“As much as we may, from a humanita- 
rian standpoint deplore the war, our minds, 
like that of every cotton manufacturer, is 
asking: ‘What effect will the war have upon 
the cotton manufacturing industry?’ 

“Temporarily the effect ‘will be bad because 
financial and shipping arrangements will be 
demoralized, but these will soon be adjusted 
and to our mind the cotton manufacturing 
industry of this country will have a period 
of prosperity greater than it has ever known. 

“We are now, in round numbers, export- 
ing annually about 8,700,000 bales of cotton 
and consuming in the United States about 
5,500,000 bales. 

“The consumption of American cotton in 
the countries involved in the war is approxli- 
mately as follows:

“While involved in the gigantic struggle 
Which now appears certain, these countries 
will be unable to consume anything like 
their normal amount of cotton, and a market 
must be found not only for a large portion of 
the 6,900,000 bales of American cotton, but 
also for approximately 3,000,000 bales of In- 
dian and other cotton that is annually con- 
sumed by those countries. 

“With such a surplus of cotton it is al- 
most inevitable that low prices will prevail 
and a 6 or 6-cent price is not impossible. 

“The same cause that will tend to lower 
the price of cotton will at the same time 
tend to advance the price of goods. 

“We are now importing about $60,000,000 
of cotton goods from the countries engaged 
in this struggle, and while the larger por- 
tion are specialties, and fine goods not manu- 
factured in this country, our mills will have 
to supply the demand caused by the im- 
porter’s inability to secure his supply abroad, 
and our fine goods mills will be especially 
benefited.

HISTORY AS SHE IS WRIT. 


By Sam W. Small. 


History is a flirtatious jade, and has to be 
as carefully watched as a freshman girl just 
home from boarding school. I am often 
amazed, and more often amused, by some of 
the statements [I en- 
counter that are pass- 
ing for true chronicles. 

For instance, a few 
weeks ago so general- 
ly accurate a periodical 
as “Collier’s” contain- 
ed an editorial com- 
ment upon the career 
of the Rev. Antoinette 
Brown Blackwell, said 
to be the first woman 
minister regularly or- 
dained in this country, 
and who celeprated he! 
89th birthday on May 
20th, last. Of her “Col- 
lier’s” said, “When she 
sought a college educa- 
tion in 1843 there was 
only one higher insti- 
tution of learning open to women, the Col- 
legiate Institute, now Oberlin oollege, at 
Oberlin, Ohio." 

About a year ago a like claim of being 
“the first woman’s college established in the 
United States” was made for the Western 
College for Women at Oxford, Ohio. 

These items should be interesting to Geor- 
gians, and especially to Dr. Jenkins, of Wes- 
leyan Female college, at Macon, which is real- 
ly and truly the first woman's college in the 
world, regularly chartered by a government 
and originally established and since main- 
tained as a college of higher education for 
women only. 

It was chartered in 1837, while Oberlin 
college began in 1833 as an institute of co- 
educational character and for the preparation 
of students intending to enter colleges after 
completing its course. The Western College 
for Women was organized in 1853, and was 
only an academy until within comparatively 
recent years. 

It seems to behoove us Georgians not to 
allow history to go wrong and have one of 
our distinguished honors, as this one of ini- 
tlating collegiate education for women, to 
get away from us. 


Also,'a few days ago ex-Governor Brown 
stated that “Georgia was the only southern 
state which refused to vote for the amend- 
ment giving the people the right to elect the 
United States senators.” 

That was a strange mis-cue of the ex-gov- 
ernor’s usually exact memory, for the record 
is that twelve states did not ratify that 
seventeenth amendment and among them 
were the eight southern states of Alabama, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Florida, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, South Carolina and Virginia. The 
other four were Delaware, Maryland, Rhode 
Island and Utah. If only one other state had 
rejected the amendment it would have been 
defeated, and we would still be electing sen- 
ators by the grace of the Honorable Potiphar 
Peagreens and the greenbacks of the Money 
Devil! 


In a library lately I picked up an old book 
containing a chronology of the nation, and 
happening to open it at the section that cov- 
ered the Civil war period found some items 
of “real news” to me and, doubtless, to many 
of our readers 

For instance, it stated that on July 20 and 
2°? 1864, there were two severe battles around 
Atlanta, in which General Sherman gained 
great victories, “with a loss to General Hood 
of 20,000 men in lLilled, wounded, and pris- 
oners.” 

Now, I happened to be in Atlanta during 
those battles and on the 22d was with my 
father in the field, carrying dispatches on my 
between Hood's and Walthall’s head- 
My recollection of father’s esti- 
mates, as adjutant general, of all the men 
available to our Confederate Hines is that 
they were fewer than 45,000, although my old 
friend who chants the lecture at the cyclo- 
rama in Grant park insists that Hood had 
only 42,000 altogether. Maybe he is right 
about it!

Just how many foreign ships will 
register under the American flag it is impos- 
sible to fortell, but the number undoubtedly 
will be considerable, and we shall then have 
the nucleus of an American merchant marine 
respectable proportions. As for a 
searcity of labor, it is unlikely there will 
be any. However much the foreigners here 
might want to go back and fight for their 
native countries, few of them will be able 
to get passage across the sea. 

Altogether, while the clouds just now 
appear ominously black, they all have their 
silver lining if we will but look for it. 
Faced by the gravest international situa- 
tion in our history, it is no time for pessim- 
Big questions confront us and we 
must handle them in a big way. We never 
were in a sounder position § financially. 
There has been some criticism of the clos- 
ing of the stock exchange, but few outside 
of those speculators who have sold thousands 
of shares they did not own think the gover- 
nors acted unwisely. We need to conserve 
our resources and credit just at the moment, 
and it would be senseless to bring about 
needless sacrifice of values. A man plunging 
headlong into the chasms and watery depths 
might be a fool to be an optimist.

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COSTA RICA 
By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.” 


Costa Rica is a free and unharnessed 
republic which used to get a little publicity 
in the foreign news until Mexico came along 
and hogged the whole show. 

The name “Costa Rica” signifies “Rich 
Coast.” It was named by the Spaniards, who 
conquered the country in 1530 and then hunt- 
ed for gold patiently for 150 years with so 
little success that the name became a Carib- 
bean joke. However, the banana shippers 
came along about thirty years ago and have 
made more money since that time than the 
Spaniards made out of the land in three 
centuries. If the Spanish had used more hoes 
and less picks in their labors in the new 
world, Spain might today be congested with 
millionaires. 

Costa Rica is a smal] country, about as 
large as Vermont and New Hampshire, and 
even more bumpy in surface. It is equipped 
with three climates, torrid, temperate and 
cold. On the seacoast, rain falls by feet in- 
stead of inches, and anything more than @ 
coat of tan is uncomfortable. Half way up 
the mountains people brag like Michiganders 
about sleeping under blankets at night, while 
on the summits of the 11,000-foot mountains 
the chilblain and frosted ear are not uncom- 
mon. Much of Costa Rica’s soil has been 
blown out of its volcanoes and in this soil, 
fine coffee and some very irascible and fev- 
erish patriots are raised. 

The chief business of Costa Rica is to 
furnish bananas for the United States and 
Burope. Its next most strenuous occupation 
is getting extensions on its public debt. Costa 
Rica has borrowed most successfully from 
England and has refrained from paying in- 
terest on its debts with almost equal success, 

Costa Rica holds the world’s champlon- 
ship for seceding, South Carolina not except- 
ed. In 1821 it seceded from Spain after a 
hard fight. Two years later it seceded from 
Mexico and in 1848 it took its doll things 
and went away from the United States of 
Central America. Later on it retired from 
the Greater Republic of Central America, 
However, Costa Rica has always governed it- 
self with great success, having had no revo- 
lutions worth mentioning. It has about 400,000 
people and a gunboat large enough to fur- 
nish sleeping accommodations for its ad- 
miral. 

The capital of Costa Rica is San Jose,

|GERMANS ARE BLOCKED | 


FROM BELGIAN ADVANCE 
Continued From Page One. 


the war office, record the important 
fact that a junction has been effected 
by Belgian, British and French troops 
across the line of the German advance 
through Belgium. The location of the 
three armies was not revealed but it 
is understood they will act together. 

At Liege, where the Belgian garri- 
son has presented a stubborn front to 
the German attackers, fighting has 
ceased since early yesterday morning 
and the Belgian troops and citizens 
have strengthened the city’s defenses. 
Between the forts lines of earth- 
works have been thrown up by men 
who have worked without cessation 
night and day. 

Reports reached here by way of Lon- 
don that according to announcements 
in Berlin, Liege had fallen into the 
hands of German troops. 

The sighting of a German cavalry 
patrol to the south of Namur today as 
evidence of the activity of the German 
forces in Luxemburg, showing they 
were reconnoitering to discover the 
position of the defending armies. 

The retirement of German troops out 
of range of the guns of the forts of 
Liege was supposed to indicate they 
were concentrating and waiting for re- 
inforcements to renew the attack. 


French Troops Advancing. 


In the meantime French troops who 
have crossed the frontiers of Belgium 
continued to advance methodically and 
their approach strengthens the posi- 
tion of the Belgian army. When a 
French officer arrived at Namur in an 
automobile today citizens hoisted him 
on their shoulders and carried him 
through the streets. 

It was reported today that the 
greater part of Luxemburg, which had 
been occupied by Germans, had been 
cleared of invaders by the French 
army. 

In the Belgian capital patriotic 

sentiment is increasing and men of 
all classes are volunteering. 
+ A number of troop trains filled with 
French soldiers passed around Brus- 
sels during the night on the way to 
the front. 

Two Belgian officers charged with 
important missions passed through the 
advanced lines of the Germans unin- 
jured, although they drew the German 
fire.

Amsterdam, August 9.—(Via London, 
6:30 p. m.)—A semi-official messake 
from Berlin says:

BIG WAR A STRUGGLE 
OF GRAFT AND GREE 


W. S. Witham, Atlanta Banker, 
Predicts German Victory 
Over Russia. 


W. S. Witham, Atlanta banker and 
capitalist, speaking from the pulpit of 
the Central Baptist church last night, 
declared that the conflict in Europe 
is not a war of honor, but a otrneyre 
of graft and greed. He prophesied that 
Germany will crush Russia, and said 
that without the interference of the 
other powers the Kalser’s soldiers could 
accomplish the task in sixty days. 

In fifty years from the present time, 
said Mr. Witham, China will be in con- 
trol of all the country of the Orient 
and part of Asia. 


Will Bring About Peace. 


Commenting on the effect of the war 
of the European powers, Mr. Witham 
said that the great conflict will have 
the effect of establishin universal 
peace throughout the world. 

The congregation that 
Witham's lecture, “Ephriam, the Cake 
Unturned,” was composed paroely of 
young men and women. His subject 
dealt, for the most part, with char- 
acter and principle, and throughout he 
related a number of stories to illus- 
trate his text. He said that the world, 
God and the Bible call for men, not 
men of the Ephriam type, but men who 
are not adverse to the principles of 
God and the church. Mr. Witham said 
that there are Ephriamnites in the 
church, in the Sunday school, in bus- 
iness, and in fact any place where 
there are men. He referred to Presi- 
dent Wilson as a big man, with a 
principle, a man who, amidst the af- 
fairs of the great nation, can find 
time to listen to the request of one 
not in so high a position as himself. 
He said that President Wilson was not 
an Ephriamnite. Mr. Witham spoke in 
the tenderest terms of President Wil- 
son and Mrs. Wilson.

Worst of Financial Stress 
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Is Over, Says Dun’s Report 


Business Has Adapted It- 
self to War Condition 
With Remarkable 
Power. 


Dun's report says: 

Business is, with remarkable power 
of resistance, adapting itself te cendi- 
tions unprecedented in the history of 
the world. Never has this country 
-given more convincing proof of its 

ability to meet grave emergencies 
promptly and effectively. Already con- 
spicuous progress has been made in the 
work of preventing demoralization in 
the markets and preserving order and 
sanity in all branches of trade. The 
government, the clearing houses and 
the exchanges have combined to re- 
duce to a minimum the disorders inci- 
dent to a world crisis of unparalleled 
dimensions. 

Werst is Over. 


So far as this fayored country is con- 
cerned the worst’ of the financial 
stress is over, and the markets are 
gradually getting into a position 
where material advantage may be de- 
rived from the disturbance. The in- 
terruption to export trade, due to the 
situation in foreign exchange and the 
withdrawal of ocean shipping facilities, 
is now the chief cause of trouble, ex- 
port freights beginning to pile up at 
shipping centers, but concerted meas- 
ures are being taken to relieve this 
condition as far as practicable. The 
grain markets have naturally been 
swayed more by the foreign war news 
than by the estimates of domestic 
crops. Nearly all reports from im- 
portant trade centers, and particularly 
those in the agricultural districts, in- 
dicate trade conditions as ready to ex- 
and as soon as the present excitement 
8 passed; and even as it is the volume 
of domestic exchanges is large, while 
a significant and encouraging incident 
was the reduction in the discount rate 
on Thursday by the Bank of England 
from 10 te 6 per cent and the Bank of 
France fro 7 to 6 per cént. In the 
iron and steel industry the advance 
in billets and bars is an outward sign 
of improvement, and this betterment 
would no doubt be more conspicuous 
but for the international uncertainties. 
The railroads have been benefited by 
the agreement to arbitrate the western 
labor dispute, and by the decision In 
the rate case. which has given at least 
partial relief to railroad capital, by 
allowing advances to thé lines in the 
central territory The textile trades 
naturally are held in check by the ef- 
fects of the Fureapean wars, but when 
the violence of these has passed, and 
mere normal conditions are restored, 
they should respond to the new de- 
mands inevitably to be created by big 
ereops at home and acute necessities in 
other lands. 

Quotations on Steel. 

The withdrawal of all quotations by 
the leading interest and the advance 
in Bessemer and open-hearth billets 
and steel bara was the feature of the 
fron and steel trade. Plates and shapes 
were also higher The prices named 
were on immediate business only, sell- 
ers declining to contract ahead to any 
extent. The railroads continue to buy 
conservatively. but a fair volume of 
orders was placed for rails and other 
equipment during the week. Business 
in pig iron is very light, but prices 
show a slightly firmer tendency. Pro- 
duction in July. according to the Iron 
Age, was practically the same as in 
June, averaging 63.159 tons daily, a

Weekly Financial Review. 


‘New York, August 9.—The financial 
community was occupied all week de- 
vising methods to meetthe war emer- 
gency. Satisfaction with progress made 
is proven by the calmness and confi- 
dence manifest in the financial world. 
The world of finance, c¢ 
government co-operated in the task of 
opening the channels of credit and 
commercial exchanges and unlocking 
the wheels of trade. 

Deposit by the Bank of France of 
cash with the Paris branch of J. 
Morgan & Co. opened a day for estab- 
lishment of credits in New York for 
payments against exports of foodstuffs. 
Transter of ships to American registry 
is relied on to relieve the embargo 
on exports through risk of capture. A 
decisive sea fight also would free the 
movement of merchant shipping. In 
spite of the foreign trade embargo, 
the volume of the week’s bank ex- 
changes indicated that internal com- 
merce was well sustained. 


Iron and Steel. 


New York, August 9.—War in Europe 
deranged the steel trade this week. 
Domestic industry was depressed and 
foreign commerce paralyzed tempora- 
rily. Some improvement in the out- 
look for export, however, came at the 
end of the week. 

In the meantime the output of steel 
ingots is threatened by an inadequate 
supply of ferro-alloys, more especially 
of ferro-manganese, for which. this 
country is largely dependent upon Eu- 
rope. This, with the suspension of im- 

rts of steel products, caused another 
advance of $1 a ton in prices of steel 
bars, plates and shapes, and 50 cents a 
ton in semi-finished lines. 

The sharp and enormous advance 
in the price of pig tin—36 to 68 cents 
a pound—caused much_ excitement.

GREEK NEARLY BEHEADED 


BY ONE SLASH OF KNEE 


Brunswick Merchant Slain and 
Robbed—-Two Negroes 
Arrested. 


Brunswick, Ga. August 9.—(Special.) 
Jim Donkas, a prosperous Greek mer- 
chant, was found in his place of busi- 
nes this morning with his head almost 
entirely severed from his body. An 
empty money sack lying nearby, to- 
gether with evidence of a scramble, 
told the story of how he lost his life. 

That the weapon used was a large 
butcher knife is the belief of the ot- 
ficers. The head was left clinging to 
the neck by only a small portion of 
skin a little under the left ear. The 
assailant must have used the Knife 
with terrific force, for, althugh just 
one swipe was made with the knife, 
it almost cut the head from the body. 

The murder is thought to have oc- 
curred shortly after Donkas closed his 
store last night. The scuffle occurred 
near the telephone, the receiver of 
which was down. Donkas’ money bag, 
in which it is said he carried a large 
sum, was found near the store with 
one or two torn-up checks. 

Two negroes were arrested this aft- 
ernoon by the police charged with be- 
ing implicatedin the murder, and other 
arrests are expected to follow.

Declaring that ex-Governor Brown

| statements of His Position on Organ- 
ized Labor.” Mr. Baker comments in 
this connection as follows: 


“It is clear that while he is de- 
nouncing labor organizations to the 
farmers as ‘A Menace to Life and 
Property,’ he is attempting to de- 
ceive his former friends, the labor- 
ing men of the cities, into believ- 
ing that he is still their friend. 
And it is equally clear to my mind, 
and should be clear to every other 
farmer, that his circular above re- 
ferred to was. designed by the ex- 
governor to deceive his ‘Uncie Reu- 
ben,’ as he calls us.” 


The statement in full follows: 

Editor The Journal: In the interests 
of fair play and truth I am handing 
you two circulars being circulated by 
Joseph M. Brown, candidate for the 
United States senate. You will note 
that these two circulars are written 
upon the subject of organized labor 
and are signed by Joseph M. Brown. 
But while the two circulars are writ- 
ten upon the same subject by the same 
man, they are opposite in expression 
and sentiment. .« 

To the farmers of Georgia he is no 
doubt mailing the circular under head- 
lines, “Joseph M. Brown Scores Labor 
Leaders,’ and in this circular he brings 
in once more the negro as a scare- 
crow for the farmer and contends that 
labor organizations are “A Menace to 
Life and Property.” 

To the city voters he is no doubt 
mailing the other circular headed “JO- 
SEPH. M. ROWN CORRECTS MIS- 
STATEMENTS OF HIS POSITION ON 
ORGANIZED LABOR,” from which cir- 
cular I quote Governor Brown’s own 
words as follows: “PERMIT ME TO 
STATE THAT IN NOT ONE SINGLE 
PUBLIC OR PRIVATE UTTERANCE 
I HAVE EVER MADE, HAVE I IN- 
DICATED ANY OPPOSITION TO OR- 
GANIZED LABOR.” THis last state- 
ment, in expression and sentiment, is 
directly opposite to the one he is send- 
ing to the f rs.

In view of these facts it is clear that

to deceive his former friends, the la- 
boring men of the cities, into believing 
that he is still their friend. And it is 
equally clear to my mind and should 
be clear to every other farmer that his 
circular above referred to was care- 
fully designed by the ex-governor to 
deceive his “Unele Reuben,” as he 
calls us. 

I speak of the taboring men as Gov- 
ernor Brown's former friends for the 
reason that it is well known that in 
1908 fully 90 per cent of the laboring 
men of Georgia supported and voted 
for Governor Brown, and it was through 
their assistance that he attained to 
prominence and power in the state. In 
those days, when he needed and re- 
ceived their support, they were not de- 
nounced by him as anarchists. but 
were referred to on every possible oc- 
casion as “‘the highest tyne of Ameril- 
can citizenship.”

At the same time he 
is missing no chance to spread broad- 
cast among the farmers of Georgia the 
idea that organized labor means or- 
ganized lawlessness and is A MENACE 
TO LIFE AND PROPERTY. 


Required No Courage. 


Now, as a matter of fact, did it re- 
quire any great courage for Governor 
Brown to launch this vicious campaign 
against his former friends? He had 
lost their friendship and their votes. 
He had all to gain and nothing to lose. 
It will be noted that before raising 
his cudgel “Mr. Brown took care to 
ascertain the exact number of votes 
he would have to reckon with. The 
fair-minded who examine his attitude 
toward his former friends among the 
laboring men will find very little cour- 
age and a great deal of ingratitude.
